This week following our editorial 
of last week about how happy the old 
people feel when they get their Aid 
Checks, we find 
just 
the reverse. 
This week, from what we can find 
out, every person who was getting 
laid in the Hamlin community has 
been suspended.

who was left on the rolls. 
It looks 
like a “ blanket dumping” of the old 
people to the mercies of the rigors of 
winter. 
It seems the cruelest thing 
to ever happen in the history of this 
state. 
Disappointment by 
a help­ 
less old man or woman is more killing 
than to have 
never expected any­ 
thing. 
It seems that the powers who ad­ 
minister the old age help have bung­ 
led the thing so as to kill off more 
people than they are helping. 
It 
appears that they have kicked off 
everyone in this community, and we 
guess in every community in Texas 
and left them to get back if they 
can. 
In other words “ old man or 
old lady it’s your move.” 
We do not 
know how anybody 
else feels about it, but darned if we 
don’t think it’s a blame shabby way 
to handle a delicate business. 
Wre do not believe any legislature 
ever dreamed 
of passing 
any law 
that would handle the old age a f­ 
fairs as we se they are doing in 
Hamlin this week. 
Let’s give you a 
few examples of what has come to 
our attention: 
One dear old lady 
83 years of age, bed ridden, and an 
invalid for five years received her 
notice that she was dropped from 
the list and that she would have to 
show 
why she should 
be restored. 
Think of that! 
When a thing like 
that is done, 
in a hap-hazard man- j 
ner, regardless of the circum stances,'
